Eye - Deal Vision

In a recent column, which 
was devoted mainly to sun- 
glasses and summer safety, 
I made the statement that 
prolonged exposure to glare 
during daylight hours can 
reduce a driver’s ability to 
see at night by altering the 
“dark adaptation” process. 
What is “dark adaptation” 
How do we see at night? You 
may have heard of the rods 
‘and cones of the retina, The 
rod. cellg.contain a red or 
purple » pigment or. dye, 
known as visual purple, or 
rhodopsin.| We know that 
rhodopsin is @ chemical 
which is bleachéd by expos- 
ure to light. Light causes the 
rhodopsin to break down in- 
to a simple protein and sub- 
stance called visual yellow, 
or retinene. Inthe dark a 
reverse prot takes place 
and the vis yellow reun- 
ites with the protein to re- 
construct visual purple, 


shortage of rhodopsin, be- 
cause retinene is a basic in- 
gredient for the rapid man- 
ufacture of rhodopsin. 
Therefore we conclude that 
protection against excessive 
sunlight during the day, ie. 
sunglasses, is absolutely es- 
sential for safe driving on 
the highways at night,
